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1 Introduction 

With the assistance of Antony Wynn, a linguist who can read Persian, I have 
made a further analysis of some volumes that I originally purchased around 1995 
PP. I have volumes 3, 4 and 5, and David Wade has volumes 1 and 2. 

I have determined that the National Art Library has all 5 volumes, but it 
appears that the British Library does not have a copy. 

The purpose of this document is to allow those to use the translation of the 
captions provided by Antony Wynn. The relationship with my web site is also 
shown by the links for identified tiling patterns. 

1.1 Author 

The author's blurb is as follows: 
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Mahmoud Maher-ol-Naqsh was born in Isfahan in 1923. He 
went to school in Isfahan and Tehran. After finishing school 
he studied construction. In 1961 he began teaching in the 
University of Science and Industry. In 1966 he compiled 
The Scientific Principles of Construction. In 1973 he wrote 
The Technical Principles of Construction and published a 
number of articles in scientific journals. In the course of this 
work he published his research into the unique art of Iranian 
tile-work under the title of The Design and Execution of 
Iranian Tile Work [Tarh va Ejra-ye Naqsh dar Kashikari- 
ye Irani]. With the help of the Lord Most High, these five 
volumes are now placed before the interested public. 

2 Analysis 

For a specific pattern, the graphic is drawn with a figure number, as listed 
below. Subsequently, photos are included of locations using that pattern. For 
the photos, the page number is given. The drawings do not always line up with 
the photos and, in consequence, the analysis is based upon the photos. 
All photos are listed, even when containing no pattern.

Page 18. Qom - the Atiq courtyard. Page 19: Qom - the perfumed [i.e. holy] 
shrine of Ma'sumeh. (She was the sister of the 8th Imam, buried at 
Mashhad.)

Page 24-25, fig 78. Bourgoin, Plate 67, The construction on p24 is incorrect 
since the central rectangle should be a square. Page 27: Isfahan, Imam

Page 42, fig 83. Strange pattern, done, Kerman - Jame Mosque, Page 45: 
Kerman - Jame' Mosque. The diagrams do not look correct — see docu- 
mentation. 

Page 47, fig 84. Mosque of ibn Tulun, Cairo| Page 49: Shiraz - Qavam Hos- 
seiniyeh. (A Hosseiniyeh is a place for performing the Ashura plays, the 
re-enactment of the battle of Kerbela, equivalent to the medieval Passion 
plays.)

Madraseh. This pattern has a problem. I have drew it with straight cross- 
overs, but this is not the original design. Also, I could have made the single 
interlace into a regular 9-gon. The original has some ornamentation which 
confuses the situation. Graphic now revised with 60 degree stars and 120 
degrees opposite the vertices. Note that the diagram on page 50 does not 
have 60 degree vertices to the stars.

Page 192: The pattern over the arch is Qom - Atabegi courtyard. The colour- 
ing seems to be inconsistent and resolution poor.

Does not look as if a credible mathematical pattern can be produced. 
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Page 162. Isfahan, Kaseh-garan Madraseh. A d5 pattern to consider. Again, 
the variable number of points to the stars does not seem to make this 
pattern credible in the mathematical sense. 

Page 163. Isfahan, the mihrab of the Seyyed Mosque. Two small patterns to 
identify. They both seem to be a 'random' arrangement of decagonal tiles 
and hence not worth considering. 



Page 198. There are three variants of Bourgoin, Plate 118, standard construc-| 
|tion[ but the resolution is poor and hence are not considered.
